iutered owner of the junk, us 
well as his personnel on bourd, 
were renponsible. 

“In arddr to remove the ap- 
perent misconception, 1 have 
decided to review my decision, 
as 1 have power to do under 
4, 99 4.8. 6 of the Magistrates’ 
Ordinance, 

“The record of-the case shows 
that ‘To Sam pleaded gulity to 
the charge, was fined $200, and 
a recommendation was made 
under Regulation 8 in Table U 
of the Merchant Shipping Re. 
pulations, for the suspension of 
the junk Heence for a perlod of 
14 Gays, 

“The question for me to con. 
sider now Is whether my declsion 
was right. This Court fs, com. 
pelled to take a very serious view 
of any case Involving the safety 
of the lives of. passengers, I am 
satised that my decision accords 
with both the pre.wur ond post. 
war practice of this Court and 
was right. I therefore do not 
propose to alter it”. 


Only Foki 


It was revealed in Court that 
the Harbour Master had not 
acted on the Magisterial recom. 
mendation and the Junk licence 
was not cancelled, 

Po Tung, through his counsel 
Mr. H.L.. Kwan, pleaded not 
guilty, stating he was still the 
‘master of the Junk and there had 
been ‘no chinge. To Sam, who 
was convicted on July 24, was not 
the master but only a Yoki of 
the charterers who was put on 
the craft ~p charge, , 

When the prosecutor tried to 
ask Po Tung whether he was on 
boerd’ the junk at the time To 
Sam was apprehended, Mr, Kwan 
Jumped up and said he.. would 
forbid his client to answer such 
a question. '
